HAVE A SAY ON 
HOSPITAL CARE 


THE NEW Chief Inspector of 
Hospitals has called on people to 
tell him about the care provided by 
Barking, Havering and Redbridge 
University Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Professor Sir Mike Richards said 
feedback was crucial to helping a 
team of inspectors decide what to 
look at when they inspect Queen’s 
Hospital, in Romford, and King 
George Hospital, in Ilford, later 
this month. 

Officials confirmed the trust has 
been chosen after being identified 
as being ‘potentially high risk’. 

They will hold a ‘listening event’ 
on Tuesday October 15 in 
Redbridge Town Hall, High Road, 


Ilford, at 6.30pm, before checks 
are carried out. Anyone who is 
unable to attend the listening event 
but wishes to give their views to 
the inspection team can do this by 
email to cqclisteningevents@live 
group.co.uk 

Sir Mike said: “It is vital that we 
hear the views of the people who 
have had care at either of the hos¬ 
pitals run by the trust, or anyone 
who wants to share information 
with us. This will help us plan our 
inspection, and so help us focus on 
the things that really matter to 
people who depend on this ser¬ 
vice. 

“This is your opportunity to tell 


me and my team what you think, 
and make a difference to the NHS 
services in the local area.” 

Sir Mike said the new inspec¬ 
tions were designed to provide 
people with a clear picture of the 
quality of the services in their 
local hospital, exposing poor or 
mediocre care as well as highlight¬ 
ing the many hospitals providing 
good and excellent care. 

He added: "We know there is too 
much variation in quality.” 

The trust is in the first wave of 
18 hospital trusts to be inspected 
under radical changes being intro¬ 
duced by the Care Quality 
Commission. 


The formal inspection at 
Barking, Havering and Redbridge 
University Hospitals NHS Trust 
will start on Tuesday October 15. 

Sir Mike will lead ‘large’ inspec¬ 
tion teams, headed up by clinical 
experts including trained members 
of the public. 

They will investigate A&E, med¬ 
ical care (including frail elderly), 
surgery, intensive/critical care, 
maternity, paediatrics/children’s 
care, end of life care, and outpa¬ 
tients. 

A full report of the inspectors’ 
findings will be published by the 
Care Quality Commission later in 
the year.

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Schools may be forced to operate ‘shifts’ unless extra funding is found claims councillor 

More money needed 
to fund school places

PRIMARY schools in the bor¬ 
ough could be forced to operate 
split shifts, unless the government 
stumps up more cash. 

A population explosion among 
the under-fours - a 50 per cent 
increase since 2001 - means that 
Barking and Dagenham will run 
out of school places without a 
substantial cash injection. 

Deputy leader Rocky Gill's 
worst scenario is schools running 
two shifts on the same site at dif¬ 
ferent ends of the week, Monday 
to Wednesday at different times. 

He said: “This September we 
had to find extra places for 1,100 
primary children. 

“These 1,100 children needed 
37 new reception classes and will 
have Thursday to Saturday, or 
classes at different hours - 8am to 
2pm and 2pm to 8pm.” 

Councillor Gill believes the 
borough needs £50million a year 
for the next ten years to keep 
pace. It has been given £28mil- 
lion for the next two years. 

“We don't want to do it, but I 
can't say to parents 'go out of the 
borough’,” he said. “My surgeries 
are full of parents with three chil¬ 
dren in three schools, in three dif¬ 
ferent boroughs. 

“No one wants to resort to 
shifts, but if we don't see more 
money in two year’s time we will 
have no option. 

“We have the fastest growing 
population in the country. This 
September we had 1,100 more

children starting in reception than 
left Year 6.” 

A DfE spokesperson dismissed 
claims that more cash was need¬ 
ed. He insisted the department 
was spending £5billion by 2015 
on creating new school places — 
'more than double the amount 
spent by the previous government 
in the same time frame'. 

He said: “We have worked 
closely with councils to reform 
school place funding so it is now 
more accurate than ever before - 


targeting money exactly where 
places are needed. 

"Since 2011/12 £118m has been 
provided to Barking and 
Dagenham to provide additional 
school places - significantly more 
than the £66.7m the council 
received during the previous 
spending review period. More 
than 4,000 new school places 
have been created to meet 
demand in the areas since 2009 , 
with more to come over the next 
few years.

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Loan shark controls 
not enough says MP 



Thefacts: The FCA proposed: 


NEW controls on 'legal loan 
sharks' do not go far enough, 
according to Walthamstow 
MP Stella Creasy. 

The Financial Conduct 
Authority announced new 
rules for lenders this week, 
limiting roll over loans to two 
only. 

High interest loan compa¬ 
nies are known to be popular 
in deprived areas, with east 
London residents among the 
regular customers. 

Ms Creasy has been cam¬ 
paigning for better protection 
for borrowers for years and 
wants to see a total cap on 
credit - covering everything 
from interest to late repay¬ 
ment fees. 

She said: “Whilst I welcome 
the focus on legal loan sharks 
and their research into cap¬ 
ping, the lack of real action 
again today on the actual cost 
of credit itself will be a blow 
for many caught in a spiral of 
debt due to pay day lenders. 

“The FCA’s hands are being 
tied by a Government that 
consistently speaks out 
against what most other coun¬ 
tries have done to tackle legal 
loan sharks by opposing cap¬ 
ping what these companies 
can charge.” 

The Financial Conduct 
Authority said it did not want 
to discourage people using 
payday lenders as they are 
likely to turn to illegal loan 
sharks instead. 


■ Lender will not be able to 
extend or 'roll over' loans more 
than twice. 

■ The number of attempts a 
payday lender can take money 
from a borrower's account using 
a continuous payment authority 


is limited to two. 

■ Anyone extending a loan 
must be told it free debt advice. 

■ The FCA could order 
lenders to change misleading 
adverts or drop products not in 
consumers best interests

A MAN who inappropriately 
touched two women on the Tube 
has been jailed after plain 
clothed British Transport Police 
officers witnessed one of the 
incidents. 

Gurjinder Singh of Talbot 
Gardens, Ilford, pleaded guilty 
to two counts of sexual assault 
at Westminster Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday, September 
26. 

The 25-year-old was sen¬ 
tenced to eight weeks in prison 
and was placed on the sex 
offenders register for five years. 

Singh committed the first 
offence at around 6.10pm on 
Tuesday, September 24 on board 
a Victoria line train. 

The 44-year-old victim board¬ 
ed the train at Green Park under¬ 
ground station and during the 
journey Singh inappropriately 
touched her, before she left the 
train at Oxford Circus. 

The next day plain clothes 
BTP officers patrolling the plat¬ 
form at Oxford Circus station 
noticed Singh acting suspicious¬ 
ly- 

They followed him onto a 
train and witnessed him inap¬ 
propriately touch a 24-year-old 
woman. 

He was arrested at Holborn 
station and taken to a London 
police station. 

After the hearing PC Thomas 
O’Regan said: “Plain clothed 
officers began observing Singh 
after they noticed him paying 
close attention to female pas¬ 
sengers.

“He was caught during a two- 
week operation that saw a total 
of 15 people arrested across 
London for sexual offences.” 

He added: “We don’t tolerate 
unwanted sexual behaviour of 
any kind on the transport net¬ 
work and take all reports seri¬ 
ously.” 

The operation was part of 
Project Guardian a joint venture 


involving British Transport 
Police, Metropolitan Police 
Safer Transport Command, City 
of London Police and Transport 
for London.

BATTLE OF THE 
SEXES: Research 
shows the male and 
female approaches 
to learning to drive 



A FASCINATING insight into the dif¬ 
ferences between male and female 
learners drivers has been revealed. 

Research from The Co-operative 
Insurance shows men, on average, 
will undertake only 16 hours of dri¬ 
ving tuition while women will need 22 
hours before passing their test. 

The research also says females 
spend almost 40 per cent more on 
lessons than males, with the average 
woman spending £528 compared 
with just £384 for men. And 20 per 
cent of men will choose not to take 
lessons with a driving instructor 
compared to 10 per cent of women. 

Both sexes require on average two 
attempts to pass their test but men 
will ditch the L-plates two months 
ahead of women, with the average

age to pass a test being 19.5 for a 
male and 19.7 for a female. 

The findings also show that men 
and women show a different attitude 
towards the road once they pass 
their test, with men being surer of 
their own driving ability. 

Grant Mitchell, head of motor insur¬ 
ance at The Co-operative Insurance, 
said: “Our findings show that men 
tend to need less practice before 
passing their test, although this 
doesn’t necessarily make them the 
better drivers. In fact, because 
women tend to take more time learn¬ 
ing to drive they are likely to have 
built up more experience of the road 
before they pass their test.”

Southern Area, 2nd Round

LEYTON ORIENT booked their quarter-final 
spot after a dramatic penalty shoot-out against 
their League One visitors on Tuesday evening. 

Keeper, Jamie Jones was the star with a superb 
save as the O’s were 100 per cent successful with 
their spot kicks as David Mooney, Elliot Omozusi, 
Gary Sawyer and Lloyd James beat Joe Murphy 
Agonizingly close to blocking Leon Clarke’s open¬ 
ing spot kick, Jones saved brilliantly from Franck 
Moussa, and did enough to cajole John Fleck into 
shooting wide. 

Jones said: ‘I like this tournament, and it’s a 
good chance of getting to Wembley. The clean 
sheet in the normal ninety minutes is always pleas¬ 
ing as a back unit - we’re solid this season as 
we’ve only conceded seven in the League - despite 
the fact Mathieu Baudry was suspended - we had 
to reshuffle. And, we might have scraped it at the 


end when Mooney came on, but I think the right 
team won tonight’. 

Boss, Russell Slade made five changes from 
their battling Oldham weekend draw and the sus¬ 
pended Romain Vincelot returned to the fray, with 
Saturday’s goalscorer, Shaun Batt amongst those 
earning a rare start. 

In a game where both defences were well on top, 
with O’s skipper, Nathan Clarke, winning the bat¬ 
tle against the ever-dangerous City striker, Leon 
Clarke, Jayden Stockley and Scott Cuthbert both 
missed with close range headers. 

Despite late Cov pressure, the resolute O’s held 
out and could have nicked an unlikely win when 
late sub, David Mooney and the livewire, Moses 
Odubajo, forced Joe Murphy into two important 
saves. 

The game then went to spot kicks and despite 
Leon Clarke putting his side ahead, he was let 
down by his colleagues and James - with his first 
goal in Orient colours - put the O’s through to an 
early December quarter-final spot. 

Assistant boss, Kevin Nugent, said: ‘We were up 
against a good side in Coventry - they moved the 
ball really well. But, I thought our discipline was 


fantastic and we kept a really good shape and - to be 
honest - created a lot of good chances. But, Coven¬ 
try made it difficult as they had a lot of possession’.

A DISABLED teenager is cel¬ 
ebrating after playing as part of 
Team GB for the first time. 

Jim Parker, from Billericay, 
joined as the squad’s youngest 
member as the team battled 
through to the semi finals of the 
Wheelchair Basketball Under 
23 World Championships. 

The 16-year-old, who attends 
Seevic College, said: “The 
experience of being part of the 
squad was absolutely amazing 
and I thoroughly enjoyed every 
minute. 

“The whole team worked 
incredibly well together and 
there was a great team spirit.” 

The team came fourth in the 
contest, which was held in 


Turkey over 10 days last 
month, but Jim achieved a per¬ 
sonal best with an average 18 
minutes of playing time per 
match. 

Jim, who has been paralysed 
from the waist down since 
birth, took up wheelchair bas¬ 
ketball at the age of 10 and was 
first spotted by a Team GB 
scout aged 12. 

The teenager was chosen to 
play for Team GB at this year’s 
World Championships after 
narrowly missing out on selec¬ 
tion for the European Champi¬ 
onships in 2012 

He added: “I was so nervous 
before I found out I had been 
chosen. I’d worked hard and 
took on board advice from 
coaches to boost my fitness and 


become faster on the court.” 

Jim, who also plays for the 
London Titans in East London, 
said that his family had been 
his biggest supporters and he 
now hopes to play in the Para¬ 
lympics in 2016 or 2020. 

He added: “My parents and 
my sister are really supportive 
and I couldn’t have made it 
into the Team GB squad with¬ 
out them. They don’t look at 
me as being any different to 
anyone else. I’ve always had 
the opportunities to try any¬ 
thing that I’ve wanted to.” 

Jim, who previously attended 
Mayflower High School in Bil¬ 
lericay, has been studying a Level 
2 BTEC Diploma in Sport & 
Exercise Science at Seevic Col¬ 
lege since September.
